The Ear-Marks of Wit. 


There is nothing else in the world which 
bears the marks of its nativity so unmis- 
takably as wit and humor do, The 
speeches of Burke might have been de- 
livered by Webster ; the poetry of Word- 
sworth and Southey might have been 
written by Americans; there is nothing 
about the German philosophy which is so 
essentially German that,it might not have 
been English; and there are some of the 
French dramatists who could almost have 
imitated even Shakespeare himself, But 
it is not so with vit and humor. Givena 
jest, and it needs byt little discernment 
to tell whence it came. Sheridan's much- 
quoted remark concerning Dundas, that 
he “resorts to his memory for his wit and 
to his imagination for his facts,” could 
not possibly have been made by any but 
an Englishman, or even by an Bnglish- 
man of any other than Sheridan's time. 

Douglas Jerrold’s witticiam, "It ja bet- 
ter to be witty and wise than witty and 
otherwise,” Was not oniy very English 
but very Jerroldy, and few people would 
necd to be tald who said it, 

And so itis with the humor of other 
peoples, Who would hesitate for amom- 
ent to credit Ireland with the man who, 
vaunting the glorics of the past, wanted 
to know “where you will finda modern 
building which has lasted’ as long'as the 
ancient ones?” Equally evident is Sir 
Richard Steele’s nativity, from his cele- 
brated effort. to extend hos itulity, toa 
friend, to whom he said, “If you should 
ever como within a mile of my house, 
hope you will stop there.” And there 
can be no questiin that it wad an Irish 
editor who announ that a prominent 

entleman of the country had “diced sud- 
denly-after a lingering illness.” 8 

Perhaps the most strongly-matked ħu- 
mor, however, is that of our own country. 
Itis of a broad gauge sort—a kind of 
nigh. pressure affair—too much like us to 
belong to anybody elso. Thackaray’s 
joke about the size ofour oysters, was 
purely English, of course, and diffored in 
every way from that of hie American

No- 
body else would ever have thotight of pity- 
ing our forefathers, who lived before the 
times of candlelight because when they 
cracked a joke afterdark, they “had to 
feel about for a smile, and handle thcir 
neighbors’ cheek to be sure that they un- 
derstood it !—Hearth and Home.

numeroussmaller arms-as many, of course 
as there are fields to irrigate. The wa- 
ter is divided by self-acting gates, and the 
arms, or brauches, are dug, not by the 
compay, but by those members interes- 
ted, 

“The labor is fur losa difficult or tedious 
than any one who had not-scen it done 
would suppose, and the success is com- 
plete. Last year the irrigated crops were 
almost—not quite—as great as those of a 
rainy year; and as prices were higher,the 
farmers made more money. The man 
who can raise a cropin ayear of severe 
drought is sure of a good price.” 

“There is a water-master, who. is paid 
to go over the ditch and soe that all goes 
right with it ;"and a President, who is not 
salaried, but has authority to call on the 
stockholders for repairs; and once a year, 
in March, when the farmer's work here is 
done, and he and, his teams are idle, all 
hands meet to clean tho ditch out, which 
is a labor ofa few days., This annual 
ditch-meeting was held while I was at 
Visalia.” 

“Now, the work of.six weeks of these 
farmers doubled the value of their lands 
atonce. It was about the the cheapest 
way to make money that they could have 
devised. It made them sure of a crop, no 
matter how dry the year; it gave them a 
perpetual fund of manure, for. the testi- 
mony of every man I have seen in the 
State who has practiced irrigation for a 
long term of years js positive that with 
this the fertility of the land does not de- 
teriorate, 

“I was surprised and delighted to hoar 
of one hundred fariners joining hands for 
such a work at this, and energetically car- 
rving it through ; but [ have found since 
that itis net uncommon here. F hav 
been present at several ditcli-meetings; 
they are usualy held inthe open field, 
and what they determine on they do.”
